POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council) 
of  the  District  is  10,800  as  compared  with  10,740  for  last  y^ar, 

ii.  REA 


The  District  extends  over  an  area  of  7,855  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
woollen  goods  and  synthetic  fibres,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning 
and  founding,  oil  and  fat  refining,  dyeing  and  finishing,  making  of 
bread  and  confectionery,  glue  manufacture  and  fibre  glass  products. 

VITAL  STaTISTICS 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  in  1964  was  153,  77  males 
and  76  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  14.2  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  200,  103  males  and  97  females,  which 
is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  18.5. 

There  were  3  still-births,  2  males  and  1  female,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  of  14=8. 

The  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  47,  and  the  birth  rate  exceeded 
the  death  rate  by  4.3-  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past  five  years 
was  3.64  above  the  mean  death  rate. 

Por  1963  the  birth  rate  was  20.0  and  the  death  rate  14.3  and 
the  averages  for  the  past  five  years  were:-  Birth  rate  17.76  and 
death  rate  14.12. 

Prom  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  1.5 
below  the  previous  year  and  0,74  above  the  average  for  the  past  five 
years,  and  the  death  rate  0.1  below  the  previous  year  and  0.08  above 
the  average.

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INFANT  DEATHS 


There  have  been  5  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  3  males  and 
2  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  25  per  1,000  live  births 
and  7  deaths  and  a  rate  of  32.6  for  1963. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  7.6  below 
the  previous  year  and  5.04  below  the  average. 

There  have  been  3  deaths  under  4  weeks  of  age  -  2  males  and  1 
female,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  15.0  per  1,000  live 
births,  as  compared  with  6  deaths  and  a  rate  of  27.9  for  1963.

One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1964  was 
the  eighteenth  year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified.  Such  a  long  spell  without  the  occurrence  of  a  case 
is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value  of  Diphtheria  immunisation. 

In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is  essential  that  parents 
should  continue  to  have  their  children  immunised.  It  is  also  again 
pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified 
during  1964,  for  the  seventh  year  in  succession.

TUBERCULOSIS 


There  was  1  death  from  respiratory  Tuberculosis  during  the  year 

There  were  5  new  additions  to  the  register,  (3  new  cases  and  2 
"transfers"  from  other  Districts).  The  occupations  of  the  new 
additions  were  -  Maintenance  Electrician  1,  Cotton  Operative  1, 
Machinist  1,  Leather  Sorter  1,  Machine  Operator  (glass  cloth)  1. 
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The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer 
require  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of 
Tuberculosis  notif ications ,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health  urges  that 
registers  should  continue  to  be  kept-  A  register  is  therefore 
maintained  of  all  cases  notified  and  statements  forwarded  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  all  admissions  to  and  removals 
from  the  register,, 

The  number  of  Tuberculosis  persons  in  the  district  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  was  64,  52  respiratory  and  12  non-respiratory . 
5  cases  were  added  to  the  register,  all  being  respiratory, 

1  respiratory  case  was  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a  total 
of  68  cases,  56  respiratory  and  12  non-respiratory  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  case  removed  from  the  register  has  died. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  sets  out  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  district. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
good  work  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
Littleborough  Urban  District  Council, 


Sir, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1964,  in  accordance  with  Article  25  of  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations  1959-  Comment  is  made  on  Several  aspects  of  the  work 
but  other  details,  statistics  etc,,  have  been  included  in  your 
report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  copy  of  which 
is  attached  to  this  report, 

A  summary  sheet  is  also  attached  showing  details  of  the  visits 
and  inspections  made  during  the  year.  The  whole  of  the  work  in  this 
report  was  carried  out  when  the  late  Mr,  T.  Kearns  was  the  Council's 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 

HOUSING 


No  new  houses  were  built  primarily  to  rehouse  tenants  of 
existing  Unfit  Houses,  but  of  eight  new  flats  built  during  the  year 
by  the  Council  3  were  occupied  by  families  from  Unfit  Houses, 

Of  the  93  houses  which  have  been  included  in  a  list  of  unfit 
houses  arrangements  have  been  made  with  certain  owners  that  when  a 
house  becomes  vacant  then  it  is  not  relet,  and  demolition  of  some 
blocks  should  not  be  unduly  delayed.  Some  "not  through"  type  houses 
have  been  demolished  because  they  were  not  fit  for  habitation. 

If  the  conversion  to  "through  house"  or  demolition  of  all  the 
back  to  back  houses  in  the  district  is  to  be  achieved  within  15  years 
then  an  average  of  35  houses  per  year  will  need  to  be  dealt  with  and 
the  most  expedient  way  of  carrying  this  out  is  by  means  of  clearance 
areas  and  improvement  areas. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  Council  scheme  for  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily  and  the  number  renewed  or  supplied  (245) 
is  somewhat  lower  than  the  original  estimate  (290)  for  annual  renewals 

During  the  year  50  bins  were  supplied  to  new  houses  built  in 
the  district. 

The  disposal  of  trade  waste  in  the  district  is  somewhat 
difficult  and  is  dealt  with  by  advising  industrialists  on  methods  of 
disposal  and  persuading  them  to  adopt  them.  If  other  means  fail  and 
the  Council  decides  to  form  a  trades  waste  tip  then  land  may  have  to 
be  acquired  for  this  purpose  and  additional  labour  would  be  required 
to  control  the  tipping.  If  this  trades  waste  tip  ev^r  comes  into 
being  then  the  industrialists  will  have  to  pay  for  the  service  whether 
it  be  a  nominal  or  an  economic  charge. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Rochdale  Corporation  and  the 
number  of  houses  connected  to  the  mains  is  3,759- 
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Samples  of  water  from  the  above  supply  have  been,  from  a 
bacterioiogical  point  of  view  satisfactory,  but  its  appearance  from 
time  to  time  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Discussions  with  the  Water 
Works  Engineer  have  resulted  in  "flushing  cycles"  being  set  up  and 
have  brought  some  relief  but  the  solution  appears  to  require  the 
carrying  out  of  major  works  by  the  water  undertakers . 

16  Samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,.  12  were  unsatisfactory . 
3  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  examination,  2  were 
unsatisfactory „ 

The  necessary  work  to  convert  39  houses  from  private  to  mains 
supplies  has  now  been  completed. 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  receiving  private 
untreated  water  is  a  matter  of  concern  and  the  only  practicable 
safeguard  in  the  cases  where  mains  connections  are  impossible 
appears  to  be  to  persuade  owners  to  provide  pumps  and  filters  to 
treat  the  water. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS  - 

The  Council  policy  of  encouraging  the  conversion  of  obsolete 
types  of  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  was  continued  during 
the  year,  and  in  order  to  further  this  policy,  particularly  where 
pail  closets  are  used  in  common,  the  Council  continued  the  payment 
of  grants  up  to  a  maximum  of  £10  for  each  unit  of  accommodation. 

8  Pail  Closets  and  1  Waste  Y/ater  Closet  were  converted  during  the 
year . 

MEAT  AND  POOD  INSPECTION 


Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  two  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.  Both  are  conducted  by  wholesale  butchers  and  result  in 
slaughtering  in  excess  of  the  normal  requirements  of  the  district 
and  involve  the  inspection  of  meat  outside  what  are  normally 
regarded  as  office  hours,  and  at  weekends. 

During  the  year,  1,354  Bulls,  Bullocks  and  Heifers,  1,832  Cows, 
48  Calves,  7,059  Sheep  and  Lambs  and  611  Pigs  were  killed  and 
inspected.  1  cow  and  6  pigs  were  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  the 
percentage  of  those  affected  with  other  diseases  or  conditions 
requiring  condemnation  of  some  part  or  organ  were  20.01,  43-39, 

5.14,  8.83,  1.12  respectively.  The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned 
during  the  year  was  6  Tons.  16  Cwts .  2  Qtrs .  18  lbs. 

OTHER  POODS 

32  Tins,  boxes,  etc.  of  Meat,  Pruit,  Vegetables  and  Dried  Pruit 
weighing  358  lbs.,  were  also  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  disposed  of.  48  Powls  were  condemned  and  disposed  of.
